MORE NUT TREES 


The Bureau of Agrcultur- 


al 
Economics foresees a 


steady increase in the pro- 
duction and consumption of 
tree nuts. Thiss year there 
are especially fine crops of 
almonds, pecans and Eng- 
lish walnuts. 
During 
the 


next five years the acreage 
for all these nuts is to be 
increased, 
so that, even 


with a poor yield, the total 
crop is expected 
to 
rise 


steadily. 


Not long ago it was re- 


ported that the American 
chestnut tree, almost wiped 
out by a blight, 
may be 


.given a new life in eastern 
America by importation of 
a foreign 
chestnut 
which 


resists the blight. 


Then there are the fine 


native hickory nut, butter- 
nut and black walnut trees, 
not so common as they once 
were, but still a delight to 
people fortunato enough to 
have access to them and 
go on nutting expeditions in 
the fall. 


All these nuts have ex- 


cellent food values. Some of 
them have been more im- 
portant for their wood than 
for their fruit, which is why 
they are now so rare. There 
is a revived interest in their 
cultivation. 


It is good to learn that 


more nut trees 
are 
being 


planted and that there is 
increased public interest in 
them. More of them could 
well be set out in parks and 


MEN AND APES. 


"Man made himself out 


of the ape," explains Dr. 
Ernest Hooten of Harvard, 
"partly by becoming an en- 
gineer. The danger now is 
that the process will be re- 
versed and the enginer will 
make apes of all of us.
